Wuhiogton, Maj 
KPaiun'* co-operative 
Kentnckv's forest resources by 
tb« State and' Federal Govern- 
ment will be began in two weeks. 
A9 was the case last year, the 
expense of the investiKstion will 
be borne jointly by the State 
Boarrl of Affricultnre and tlie 
United Status Forest Service, 
each approaehing 12,000, which, 
together with apprnxiinatfly fl,- 
600 left over from last year 
nakea 15,600 available for the 
work. J. 8. Holmef, of the 8f« 
tion of co-operation in the Forest 
Service, who had charge of the 
•tad5 last tommer, wtU agaie di 
rect the work. 

It is proposed to start a small 
party in the tootb moantain 
countries easily i" Jane. It is 
hoped that in July more men will 
be added to the force, who will 
take op the stadv in two other 
sections of the State. The meth- 
od of working will be similar to 
tb that employed laal year. The 
foreiterR will take the region 
coaaty by coanty, traveling over 
it on foot or on boraebaek. The 
percentage of foreat and cleared 
land will be ascertained aud as 
accurate an eatimate as possible 
aMdb of the available avpply of 
timber in each county. 

Tb^ general condition of the 
foreat, whether eat over or vir- 
gin, whether barncd over or in- 
juried by inaectsor other enemies 
and especially the resnlt of past 
Itmberina, will be noted, ao that 
specific recomioendations can be 
made to guide the owners iu the 
oare and management of their 
timber industries will be made 
with the object of 'Uggesting less 
wasteful methods if socb as pos 
sible. The qneation of fire pro- 
tection, protection from stock, 
forest planting, aud tlte stands, 
will rceeive specially eonaidera- 
tion. 

Kentucky is so exceptooally 
situated, with many of her own 
large streama rising within her 
own border?, that she can most 
prolitably conserve her wa'er 
reaoereea, and for thia veaaon, an 
well &H for the production of tim- 
ber, the forests of tlus state need 
special eare. it is likely that 
this itody will lead to the inaug- 
uration of a liberal aud far-sight- 
ed policy. There are signs that 
the need of i«eh a poliey ia rap- 
idly coinin>; to be appreciated 
by the people of the State, and 
that Kentoeky will aoon be one 
of (be leading staten in the move- 
ment for the better care and pro- 
tection of forosts.

Two oaaaa of trouble caused a

ness and crew repaired. Then 
came a wreck in the mine 
caused by a portion of a trip be- 
coming derailed, knocking down 
timbers supporting the roof and 
oansing quite a lot of dirt to fall 
down on cars. Foreman Wyatt 
soon had a force of men at work 
and Saturday morning all repairs 
had been made and coal came 
pouring ont again.

And « hen you 
look back to the rapid growth of 
Earlington and Madisonville, 
both great coal centers, it must 
be admitted the oitiaens of our 
neighboriuK city are on the 
right road. Tha a riter remeui 
hers when Madisonville waa a 
dead |towu, but the discovery of 
coal and the development of the 
mines has forced it to the front.

Superinteudent Thos. Black, 
of the Shamrock mine, says that 
most^ot'Jtlie operators of mines at 
or near Providence still continue 
to take a firm stand against the 
employment of tho union miner 
and evidence *ianot lacking to 
indicate that the gang who has 
been living on the charity of the 
U. M. W., organisation are gu 
thair laat legs and will soon be 
seen pattering to poiuts 
whertf, their labor ia desired 
and will never agftia be Sfoaad 
among those who tried toeloM 
miues of that vicinity. 

The same old story comes from 
the ooal mining states of Mis- 
aoari, Kanaaa and Arfcanaas, 
where tha minora have virtoally 



agreed on a settlement which is 
yet to be ratified by a vote of the 
miners, and that is that no point 
of advantage of importance has 
been gained by the striking mi- 
ners, who have been idle aioce 
the first of March, but instead, » 
heavy loss, not only to the stri- 
kers bat the drain ou the treas 
ory of the U. M. W., which no 
doubt is now in a depleted con- 
dition, has been heavy, and the 
miners^ are forced to work. Thus 
for this reason strikes, »>o far as 
the miners are concerned, has 
been a dismal failure and the op- 
erators and coal dealers have 
proiiited by them because it gave 
them the opportunity to dispose 
of the surplus on hand and then 
wheu they were ready, to resume 
work at the old or lower figures. 

Some of tha ooal operators of 
Kentucky, Virginia and Tenneg 
see are trying to form a ccal op- 
erators assoclatiou. to be knovu 
as the Sontborn Ooal Operators 
Association. But as the opera- 
tors of this Western Kentucky 
field don't seem to sake much 
interest in the organizatiou it 
must be composed principally of 
those who work uuion labor. 

"Doc" Burrus, of the No. 11 
mine tip force, wont on a visit to 

his aunt, who resided iu Sebree 
when he last visited her. Bat 
his trip proved to be a sad oo« to 
him. as upon his arrival he 
fouud that his dear relative had 
passed away about a week be- 
fore. «h« had beea Oik , for 
quite awile but he knew nothiof: 
of her serious condition. 

The loss to the coal operators 
by moles being killed or crip- 
pled in the mines ia heavy. Dur- 
ing the last two weeks the St. 
Bernard Mining Company aloue 
baa loet aeverai heed of mnlea in 
that manner. Only last week 
two valuable mulea were killed 
at Fox -Run mine by a trip or 
train of mine cars breaking iu 
two parts, one part running 
down a grade, striiiiug »ud so 
maiming the animeia that they 
had to be killed. 

Secretary Geo. C Atkinson 
made quitA an extended trip to 
the Sooth the past week io the 
interest of the St. Bernard Min- 
ing (Jompaoy, visiting Jackson, 
Mias., Mempnis, Tenn., and oth- 
er points, and it wit*, ba some- 
thing strange if an improvement 
in business does not follow his 
trip, aa he is ao well known in a 
boaineas way in that aeclion. 

Foreman W. A. Toombs was 
busy a portion of laat week 
making some needed improve- 
ments ou the ahaker screen at 
No. 11 mine. The growinjr de- 
mand for a special kind of steam 
coal neeesaitated the change, and 
as Albert is quite h t^enius, he 
was placed iu oommaod aud suc- 
ceaa crowned hia efforte.

He says further : "The rurai service will, in all proba- 
bility, cost the government thia year 184,000,000, an increase 
of IIO.OOO.OOO over last year. \ 

Now the question is—*' 

"Who will cjutribnia these millioua of dollara that will 
wipe out the postal deficit and be of such great aaaiatance in 
making the rural service self-suatainipg? 

There can be but one auawer. 

THE COl NTKY MEROHAltT WILL BS FORGED TO 
CONTRIBUTE IT. 

It is the invariable experience in the evolution of retail 
trade customs, that the merchant mast pay the cost of de- 
livery if he wishes to hold the trade. And if the Burnham 
Bill becomes a Law the country merchant will pay the Pos- 
tal Deficit and contribute maoy millions in additions towards 
'.he coat of rural mail service now cheerfnily borne byoall the 
people from the general revenues of the government. 

The Postmaster (ieueral, in the Report above referred 
to, aava that he favera the eatablishment of the local Rural 
Parcels Post because it will benefit "the farmer, the 
COUNTRY MERCHANT and other patrons of the routes." 

' The Country Merchants should answer whether it will 
benefit them, and IF IT WILL NOT, they sboold make that 
fact known to all men and declare it with NO UNCERTAIN 
VOICE. , ^ . 

The advoeaUe of general Parcels Post Extension have 
abandoned the direct attack and for the time being have 
massed all their forces iu a flank movement from the rear. 
That is what the Burnham bill is, and notlung more. Were 
it enacted, it wonld prove a dead aea apple. The benefite 
from it would be ephemeral. The evils it would stimulate 
are stupendons. It is only the entering wedge for the 
whole parcel! poet acheme, whieh, if carried to ita logical 
reaolt, wonld pat ovt of baeiaeaii every Ooaatry Merchant 
in the land. 

The campaigQ for the Country Town and the protection 
of ita Home Trade ia only a different aspect of th« same 

great national movement for the perpetuation of a nation of 
rural homes that waa launched when the Phoenix N itional 
Irrigation Congress planted the flag of national irrigation 
declaring its ultimate aim to be "that we may become 
a nation of rural homes, rather than a nation of large 
cities." 

That ia the ultimate aim of the Campaign for the Coun- 
try Town and the Country Merchants must remember that

The tribe of Navajoea, whoee reaer 
▼atloa hi New Meilco aad Aritnna 
borders on aontheastern IHah and 
aoetb western Colorado, numbers near- 
ly 4,000 souls. They are a pastoral 
peoplff. herdtnx she«p. goats niul 
horses over tln^ir Kreat arid raiiR.'s 
and In a ..tuiall way ciiltivaflng corn 
and other >;raln» Kxccpt when ex- 
cited !)> flr«wati^r. they are {leaceabli' 
and to a degree Industlioua. Th" 
women are notable blanket wearers 
and tbe men are sOversmltlis o( no 
mean ability. 

Of lata years the Navajeea have 
been employed with aome oMslder- 
able degree of satlafaetloa aa eaotSon 
SMu oa tbe Denver 4 Rto Oraado and 
etter rallreads maniBC t« eloee prox- 
imity to their reservstion. They hare 
aleo been enfaged by orchardlats to 
Sathar fruit, and last season hundredii 
of young bucks, ranging in age from 
12 to 80 years, were employed In thin 
ning the sugar-beet fields of the Ar

Although th« Navajo reaervstlun ad- 
Joins the Mesa Verdo National park, 
«'here so many Cllll Dweller ruins are 
foiind, it is with difficulty that a NaT- 
ajo can be induced to act aa guide to 
the ruins. Whan one ia foaad wllUag 
to ahow the way, he cannot be ladueed 
to reaudB la tha Isssnedlate vlcialty, 
aad wham algkt emaee oa he movaa 
adias awajr. 

A eurlous tradtttoe. and one ae 
cotwting porhapa for their abhorrence 
of that region. Is that at^es ago, when 
tha Ciitr Dwellerg and th^li- ..nemies 
were engaged In An .•itcnnlnatlng 
warfare, the former *i>'i f tinally driv- 
en into a mighty river, uiid drowning, 
their soiiIh were trunimitted Into the 
bodies of flshea. And from that time 
to this a NaTale eaaaot be ladneed 
to eat flsh. 

Another legend, ao lass carious, ro- 
latas ta tbe Ship Roek. About 3S 
miles doe west from nu>aalacton, New 
Mestee. aad wltbla tbe borders of 
thair lesarv a tlon, aituated la the midst 
of tha desert, stands a famous rqek 
called Ship Rock, which looms to tbe 
height of 2.000 feet above the sur- 
rounding plain. It rises from tbe cen- 
ter of an Immense and gradually 
sloping mound, which gtv«s It a tow- 
ering apijH-arnni'e. 

The rock derives its name from its 
appearance when aeon from a certain 
direction, whea it reaamblas a full- 
rlggad ship, stranded and patrlflad. 
Tbe ladlaa laceod is that la tba dim 
and atfsty pAst tbey bad tbalr habl- 
tatloa ia a dlataat laud beyoad tbe 
great oeeaa aad that tbe roek was 
situated la their andant country. Oaoe 
upon a time, the tribe being cloeely 
pressed by Its enemies and la danger 
of total annihilation, the survivors 
climbed into thti ciaoks und cri'vaHseH 
of tim i;reat I'Ock and iniplored it for 
|)rotectlou. The suppliiaUons were 
heard and shortly tbe ruck began to 
■nova. It aroasad inaumarable waatee, 
gradually reached tho ooeaa. whleb It 
or o saad. traversed more wastes aad 
deaeru, aad flaally arrived at Its pres- 
ent raetlag place, wbea tbe refugaaa 
sprang fioai Its bosem. Thus the 
tribe rsaislisd appa tbe faea of tbe 
earth.
